WASHINGTON. Nov. 13.-T he Ital- 
Jan debt agreement, In which Italy Is 
to repay money borrowed during the 
war on term s far more liberal than 
have been accorded any other debtor 
nation, is due for some congressional 
bombardment when presented for rati­ 
fication, but the preponderant opinion 
in and out of congress today was that 
It will be overwhelmingly approved. 
There will be some speeches made 
on American generosity, and some 


payer by those who will point out the 
Italian settlement represents a net 
loss of around $76,OOO,OOO a year, but 
In the end there will be plenty of 
votes for ratification. The net lose to 
the tax payer Is incurred through the 
difference In interest rates on the 
money Involved in the debt.

A Land Yacht 
For years yachtsmen have wondered why, with all the motor 
touring that goes on, comfortable and efficient “land yachts” have 
not been designed. 
Here and there one sees a little house on 
wheels designed by some foresighted person, but usually they are 
clumsy, and never have they been turned out standardized and in 
quantities. 
One built a couple of years ago by a mid-western man em­ 
bodies some interesting ideas. It is 25 feet long, with a beam ot 
7 feet. It weighs 7,200 pounds and is carried on a Ford chassis. 
A newspaper furnishes details as follows: 
“In this space of 7 by 25 feet there is a 7 by IO kitchen, a 
living room 7 by IO and a Pullman sleeping compartment 4 by 7 
with two Pullman berths. 
The kitchen contains a three-burner 
cook stove, a sink, running water, cupboards and a built-in table. 
The living room is furnished with a phonograph, chairs and a 
wardrobe, and may be used as a sleeping room at night. On the 
rear is the observation platform, furnished in the fashion of one 
Pullman company’s observation trains.” 
This begins to approach the average small yacht in getting 
conveniences into small space.

Teaching the Deaf. 
W A S H IN G T O N , D. C.. Nor. 13.— 
The arg'anent, of one of the wisest 
philosophers of ancient Greece that 
persons born d^af have no souls and 
are inca pa bb* or' instruction has been 
refuted main tim e s over. In the Uni- J 
ted States most of the credit for dis­ 
proving this theory belongs to Thom­ 
as Hopkins Gallaudet, who establish­ 
ed at Hartford. connecticut, the first 
permanent school for deaf children. 
At first the course 
of 
study was 
j very limited, but gradually the dura­ 
tion of tho school course was length­ 
ened and the number of studies In­ 
creased. While it Is thought that Gal- 
laudet probably believed 
that deaf 
people of good mental capacity should 
haic an opportunity to pursue a high­ 
er education, he did not live to see 
his hopes realized. 
It remained for 
his youngest son, Edward Miner Gal- 
laudet, to bring them to fulfillment. 
Tile younger Gallaudet saw his op­ 
portunity of carrying out his father s 
Idea o f a course of higher instruction 
for the deaf in a call he received in 
1867 to take charge of the newly es­ 
tablished institution for the deaf anil 
blind in the District of Columbin 
Amos Kendall, a philanthropist of 
Washington, became Interested in sev­ 
eral deaf children whom he found in 
the poorer districts and brought them 
to his country estate, hiring an 
in­ 
structor for them. 
In 1845 he g //e 
a house and three acres of land to 
establish a school for the deaf. 
Af­ 
terwards he made it possible for the 
school 
to purchase additional land 
and it now covers an area of approxi 
mutely 104 acres. 
In 1857 an Act of Incorporation was 
obtained from congress establishing 
the Columbia Institution for the In 
structlon of the Deaf and Dumb and 
the 
Blind. 
The 
instruction of the 
blind was soon turned over to an in­ 
stitution in Maryland. 
This act also provided that the fed­ 
eral government should give financial 
assistance to this institution. 
The 
present institution still receives 
fin­ 
ancial 
aid 
through 
appropriations 
from congress. The general manage­ 
ment and 
the 
disbursement of all 
-fonds are under the supervision of a 
board 
of 
directors 
composed 
of 
eleven members, three of whom rep­ 
resent congress. 
Twro are appointed 
by the Speake* of the house of rep-

RELICS OF GODS 
FOUND IN ITALY 


Discovered on Site of Sanc­ 
tuary of Demeter. 


Rome.—Interesting excavation* have 
been 
undertaken 
bf 
Prof. 
Kttore 
Gabriel, 
director 
of 
tha 
I’ulerme 
museum, on the site of the ancient 
sanctuary of Demeter Malopiioro* at 
SellDunte, near Palermo. 
An enormous number of objects of 
historical and artistic value hav* been 
excavated. Of these atone, bronze and 
terra cotta votive offerings and decora­ 
tions there are several thousand. All 
have been taken to the Palermo mu­ 
seum to be examined, docketed, stud­ 
ied and placed in order on the shelves. 
T h e work of removing these treas­ 
ures from the deposit where they had 
been Imbedded on account of the fllter- 
Ing-of the rains of many cent iii lea was 
slow sod difficult. One very interest­ 
ing lot consists of lanterns, with gelid- 
Wed oil Inside, which bad boca lighted I 
during ceremonials. Here, Just us at i 
Eteusis, lite rite w as pros* ribed, for I 
the goddess Dem eter was worshiped at J 
night. T h a t she was a popular deity I* 
shown by myriads of votive offerings 
placed on her shrine. Site later he 
came tho goddess O r e s of ti.*' Homans 
and undoubtedly was considered very 
powerful. Though there is no definite 
date in which tills rite wax it; educed 
Into Seltnunte, from the decorations 
found In the courtyard of lite sanctu­ 
ary It dates back to the Seventh cen­ 
tury B. Lh 
City Founded by 
Greek*. 
Evidently when lite city wa* Founded 
by the Greek colonists from Megara 
Hnthlex they built the sanctuary when 
they built the fortress. As was tire 
custom in ancient Greek communities 
when, 
for oae reason or another a 
group which was dissatisfied with the 
homo town decided to found a colony, 
the m atter 
was 
discussed and the 
Oracle was consulted In regard to the 
choice of a leader. 
T h u s It was that In Megara. capita! 
of Megarls, one mile from the sea, op­ 
posite the Island of Salamis, a number 
o f colonists wished to go to the Island 
of Sicily and found a colony, which 
they named 
Megara 
Hyblaen. 
From 
this first colony, others were founded 
throughout Sicily, including Sellnunte, 
In 628 B. C. It began brilliantly, and 
from Its ruined buildings one can see 
that It was of great Importance and 
grandeur. 
B ut this state of predominance lasted 
only until 406 B. 
a short two hun­ 
dred years, when It was destroyed by 
the Carthaginians, as they feu red Its 
competition.-It was partly rebuilt, hut 
never regained its importance, and was 
for a second tim e destroyed after ttie 
Punic war In 2.*0 B. 
when it was 
left as the modern excavators found 
it. 
T h e present excavations are nil the 
more important, es they throw light on 
a city of which only the mere out­ 
lines of history are known. 
Fem inine Figures Crumble. 
T here 
a re 
Innumerable 
tnnagra 
heads, but the feminine figures have 
crumbled. 
One very interesting slab 
o f yellow tofu, equal in artistic value 
to any bas-relief of the Acropolis, rep- 
resents Proserpine when curried to the 
lower regions by Adenous. 
It is the oldest, possibly the earliest, 
representation of the fable of Proser­ 
pine and at first lf was thought to be 
a 
tablet 
commemorating 
symbolic 
dances. 
Further 
Inspection 
proved j 
that It told Sn a series of designs the J 
story of Proserpine. Though neither j 
In the Iliad nor the Odyssey Is this 
tradition related, in the whole of an- I 
d e n t Sicily the story was linked with | 
the worship of Demeter, Proserpine’s j 
mother. 
j 
Among the statuettes a re hundreds i 
placed In the sanctuary to Zeus Mill- | 
cblos, ttie Creek counterpart of the god | 
Jupiter. He was the accepted god of 
the sky by all Greeks long before the 
Homeric age. He was allied to D em e­ 
ter, the earth goddess, and hence bls j 
effigies were placed In her temple, l i e 
was the god of boundaries, and the j 
Greek commandment “Thou shalt not I 
rem oie thy neighbor's landm ark," was ! 
attributed to an order Issued by Zeus j 
Millchios, the dread deity of the ghost 
world whom the sinner had to placate. I 
And evidently in Sellnunte there were 
many who sought to please him. 
In ninny cases there are also votive 
offerings of the peop’e of the coun­ 
tryside. 
H ea d s O n ly Reveal Beauty. 
What Is more important In these ob­ 
jects are the designs Iii terra cotta, fig­ 
ures of great variety and perfect In 
design. 
Unfortunately none of them 
is In tact; only the heads remain a s 
evidence of their great beauty. 
Without doubt these are the moat 
Important excavations la recent years 
In Sicily, as they throw new light on 
the civilization of the early Greek col­ 
onies throughout the Island. 
P ro fes­ 
sor Gabriel Is busily compiling a book 
o f hie studies on what he has e x ca ­ 
vated. 
Professor G ab’ h l ’s success In e x ca ­ 
vating bas Induced Hie government .to 
reconstruct tho Temple of the F o r t­ 
ress, in a similar manner aa was a c­ 
complished at Girgentl, when the col­ 
umna of the Temple of Jo v e were 
raised from the ground.

ton Churchill, continues to be heavier 
and heavier. 
Official records of state revenue 
and expenditure for the half year 
ended on September 30 shows that 
expenditure 
exceeded 
revenue 
by 
$180,000,000. 
The deficit last year at 
this tim e was $60,000,000 but Philip 
Snowden, the labor Chancellor of the 
Exchecquer, managed to balance the 
account by the end of the financial 
year and show a small surplus. 
The 
odds 
are 
all 
against 
Mr. 
Churchill being able to keep expendi­ 
tures for the full year down to the 
approximately $4,000,000,000 for which 
he budgeted, or to collect that am ount 
In revenue. 
Usually drains upon the treasury 
during the second half of the year are 
lighter than during 
the first 
half, 
while revenue at the same tim e In 
creases. 
This year many unlooked for out­ 
lays are going to force expenditures 
up during the second half of the year. 
Most of the cost of subsidizing the 
coal industry—which cost the govern­ 
m ent $7,600,000 during August, the 
first month—has still to be borne 
Furtherm ore, the cost of the Admiral­ 
ty’s cruiser program, which was not 
budgeted for, has still to be met, with 
little likelihood that the increased ex­ 
penditure will be balanced by econ­ 
omies in 
other 
Admiralty 
depart­ 
ments. 
In the revenue side experts figure 
there is bound to be a drop after 
January first, when the six pence re­ 
duction on income tax goes into ef­ 
fect. 
Although Mr. Churchill budgeted 
for expenditures $29,000,000 in excess 
of last year’s, at the present rate of 
receipts and expenditures, it Is 
esti­ 
mated the excess will be approxi­ 
mately $190,000,000. 
Next Years’ prospects don’t look 
any too bright for Mr. Churchill. Al­ 
though his announced policy is to 
reduce 
national 
expenditures 
by 
$50,000,000 annually, beginning next 
year, 
all 
government 
departm ents 
with the exception of the Pensions’ 
M inistry have asked for Increased 
funds next year over those of this 
year.

IDEAL NAVAL BASE 


Port in Heart of Extinct 
Volcano Crater. 


Washington.—Pago Pago, visited by 
United States naval vessels, un their 
return 
fraps 
Australia 
and 
New 
Zealand, Is the capital of Americas 
Samoa, which la the only bit of Amer­ 
ican soil that lies aouth of the equa­ 
tor, according to Ahe bulletin from the 
| > j Washington headquarters of the Na­ 
tional Geographic society. 
“Pago Pogo practically fell into the 
lap of a MNM too willing America 
while various* power* were seeking is 
land territory ta the Pacific,” con­ 
tinues tho bulletin; “but lf the entire 
South aoas had been combed, with all 
tho other .nations standing deferential­ 
ly by, a better location for a naval 
base hardly could have been chosen. 
Most South Sea harbors are little 
more than crescent bays, protected by 
coral reeft, their safety largely de 
pendent os the direction of the wind 
At Pago Pago ships sail Into the heart 
of a huge extinct volcano crater, only 
a narrow entrance open to the sea. 
Furthermore, there la a sharp turn In­ 
side, the whole harbor being shaped 
much like the ankle and foot of a 
stocking. 
Beautiful aa Wail as Safe. 
“The United States na*al station is 
situated on the ‘Instep,’ its hack to­ 
ward the aea, hut with high ‘mountains 
Intervening. 
Pago Pago town lies at 
the ‘toe.’ 
Most of tin* anchorage is 
entirely out of sight of the sea, and 
the ships lie in deep placid water even 
when destructive gales are blowing 
outside, 
“Giving Pago Pago the premier place 
among South Sea havens does not do 
It Justice. 
Many famous harbors are 
more commodious; but it Is hardly Urn 
much to say that Pogo Pago la at once 
one of the safest and moat beautiful 
harbors In the world. A narrow strip 
of level land rims the harbor. 
Imme­ 
diately beyond this atrip the aides rise 
up steeply to mountainous heights, the 
sloping walla covered with varying 
shades of green, tropical vegetation. 
In addition to the naval alation and 
Pago Pago town, three or four vil­ 
lage* nestle close to the water's edge 
around the 
harbor, their thatched 
hula half hidden by coconut palms 
“The harbor of Pago Pago a’lnnst 
< lits the Island of Tutu!!* In two. This 
is the largest Isle of American Samoa, 
17 miles long and about five wide. 
The other American Islands lie about 
ality miles to the east. 
Only one, 
Tau, about live miles in diameter, is 
of importance, though two smaller 
isles are inhabited. 
Altogether the 
population 
of American 
Samoa 
la 
about 8,000, tome 6,000 residing on 
Tutuila. 
“American Samoa has been little 
spoiled 
by 
the civilization of the 
mother country, or that 
of other 
whites. 
Few whites reside in the is­ 
lands besides the small group of mis­ 
sionaries and the officers, men and 
nurses at the naval station. Only one 
plantation is owned by a white man 
mid only thru** or four whites have j 
leaseholds.

I .ON DON—Remarkable possibilities

also builds up tissues.

Hie growth of bone; an indigo pro­ 
duces hydro carbonates and I oriy tis­ 
sues;

shade

pi allures 
muscular generation and strength; a 
shade of green increases the vitality 
: A1 general energy of the system 
and also the growth of fat; yellow' re­ 
stores the nerves. 
‘i t is as well to remember, how- 
over, that the greatest care must bo 
taken that only the right shade of 
each color is used, or opposite results 
may he obtained. 
“The treatment would also benefit 
most people suffering from premature 
old age and mental worry produced 
by pust illnesses. 
I do not claim that this light treat­ 
ment can make people of sixty feel 
like thirty-five,” warned his lordship, 
but it certainly can restore them to 
the state of activity and fitness they 
enjoyed a dozen years before. 
“I also have strong hopes that the 
new method will eventually lead to a 
cure for consumption.”

Q. Why were the old type wooden 
bridges covered? El J. S. 
A. The covered bridge is a survival 


of an ancient custom. A great many 
of these bridges were built before the 
Revolutionary war and their builders 
followed the methods used by the old 
European bridge builders. The object 
of covering the roadway of the bridge 
was for the purpose of 
protection 
against the weather, against possible 
riots and primitive weapons. 
Q. 
What were the colored battal­ 
ions in the Canadian Army during the 
World war? J. W. K. 
A. The department of National De­ 
fense of the Dominion of Canada says 
there were no negro battalions with 
the Canadian army during the late 
war. 
While it Is true that some ne­ 
groes served with the Canadian forces 
most of them were employed with 
railway construction troops or labor 
battalions. 
Q. What comprised the stock of a 
grocery store at the time of the Civil 
war? J. T. 
A. A day book bf a retail grocer lo­ 
cated In a mid western 
town shows 
the entire list of Imported articles 
sold by him in 1862 as follows: Coffee, 
tea, figB, mustard, pepper, cloves, all­ 
spice, nutmeg, ginger, cinnamon, lem­ 
ons, oranges, sage, prunes, raisins, al­ 
monds. 
Other foods handled by him 
were: 
Eggs, molasses, dried apples,, 


dried peaches, cranberries, potatoes, 
sugar, 
vinegar, 
saleratua, 
butter, 
cheese, crackers, lard, smoked halibut, 
whitefish, dried herring, rice, syrup, 
salt, cream of tartar, beans, rye, cof­ 
fee, peanuts, beef, veal, pork, lemon 
extract, onions, cabbage, turnips, na­ 
tive nuts. 
It this storekeeper had 
other faods they were not indicated 
on his charge account for two years. 
Q. 
What was the price of admis­ 
sion to the London theatres in Shakes­ 
peare’s day? J. C. D.

The price of 'admission to tho 
theatre in the time of Shakespeare 
varied. 
In 1579 admission could bu 
obtained for one penny and two pen­ 
nies. In 1596 there was apparently a 
regular scale applicable to all enter­ 
tainments. 
One penny was paid at 
the gate, another at the entrance to 
the building, and a third fur quiet 
standing. 
From this time the prices 
began to rise 
Tepidly, and by 1604 
there were both sixpenny and twelve 
penny seats.

A Land Yacht 


For years yachtsmen have wondered why, with all the motor 
touring that goes on, comfortable and efficient “land yachts” have 
not been designed. 
Here and there one secs a little house on 
wheels designed by some foresighted person, but usually tin J ait 
clumsy, and never have they been turned out standardized and in 
quantities. 
One built a couple of years ago by a mid-western man em­ 
bodies some interesting ideas. 
It is 25 feet long, with a beam ol 
7 feet. 
It weighs 7,200 pounds and is carried on a Ford chassis. 
A newspaper furnishes details as follows: 
“In this space of 7 by 25 feet there is a 7 by IO kitchen, a 
living room 7 by IO and a Pullman sleeping compartment 4 by 7 
with two Pullman berths. 
The kitchen contains a three-burner 
cook stove, a sink, running water, cupboards and a built-in table. 
The living room is furnished with a phonograph, chairs and a 
wardrobe, and may be used as a sleeping room at night. 
On the 
rear is the observation platform, furnished in the fashion of one 
Pullman company’s observation trains.” 
This begins to approach the average small yacht in getting 
conveniences into small space. 
It is probably larger than neces­

Motor Cars Help Railroads 


l f motor cars are taking business from the railroads, they 
are also giving business to the railroads. This is a fact generally 
ignored. 
J. S. Marvin, of the National Automobile Chamber of Com­ 
merce, gives some surprising figures. 
Ijast year, he says, there 
were 735,000 carloads of automobiles and parts shipped on the 
railroads. But that is only a small part of it. 
Total automotive 
freight, including fuel, highway materials, etc., amounted to about 
2,630,000 carloads. Thus the motor car business furnished more 
than one fourth of all the manufacturers’ traffic handled by the 
rail lines. 
This is certainly a great deal more business than automobiles 
and trucks have taken away from the railroads. So we are driven 
to the unexpected conclusion that the motor industry, instead of 
hurting the railroad industry, is one of the big factors in pro­ 
moting railroad prosperity.

Here and there one sees a little house on 
wheels designed by some foresighted person, but usually they are 
clumsy, and never have they been turned out standardized and in 
quantities. 
One built a couple of years ago by a mid-western man em- 
iKxlies some interesting ideas. It is 25 feet long, with a beam of 
7 feet. It weighs 7,200 pounds and is carried on a Ford chassis. 
A newspaper furnishes details as follows: 
“In this space of 7 by 25 feet there is a 7 by IO kitchen, a 
living room 7 by IO and a Pullman sleeping compartment 4 by 7 
with two Pullman berths. 
The kitchen contains a three-burner 
cook stove, a sink, running water, cupboards and a built-in table. 
The living room is furnished with a phonograph, chairs and a 
wardrobe, and may be used as a sleeping room at night. On the 
rear is the observation platform, furnished in the fashion of one 
Pullman company’s observation trains.*’

Unfurl mately none of them 
Is Intact I only the heads rem ain as 
evidence of the! 
great beauty. 
Without doubt these are die moat 
Important excavations In recent year* 
In Sicily, a* they throw new light on 
the civilization of the early G reek col­ 
onies throng' out the Island.

sor Gabriel Is busily compiling a book 
of his studies on w hat he has ex ca­ 
vated. 
P rofessor Gabriel's success In e x c a ­ 
vating has Induced the governm ent .to 
reconstruct the Tempi* of the F o r t­ 
ress, In a similar m anner as w as ac­ 
complished at Glrgentl, when tile col­ 
um ns of the Temple of Jove w ere 
raised from the ground.

Official records of state revenue 
and expenditure for the half year 
ended on September 30 shows that 
expenditure

revenue 
by 
$180,000,000. 
The deficit last year at 
this time was $60,000,000 but Philip 
Snowden, the labor Chancellor of the 
Exchecquer, managed to balance the 
account by the end of the financial 
year and show a small surplus. 
The 
odds 
are 
all 
against 
Mr. 
Churchill being able to keep expendi­ 
tures for the full year down to the 
approximately $4,000,000,000 for which 
he budgeted, or to collect that amount 
in revenue. 
Usually drains upon the treasury 
during the second half of the year are 
lighter than during 
the first 
half, 
while revenue at the same time In­ 
creases. 
This year many unlooked for out­ 
lays are going to force expenditures 
up during the second half of the year. 
Most of the cost of subsidizing the 
coal Industry—which cost the govern­ 
ment $7,500,000 during August, the 
first month—has still to be borne. 
Furthermore, the cost of the Admiral­ 
ty’s cruiser program, which was not 
budgeted for, has still to be met, with 
little likelihood that the increased ex­

In the revenue side experts figure 
there Is bound to be a drop after 
January first, when the six-pence re­ 
duction on income tax goes into ef­ 
fect. 
Although Mr. Churchill budgeted 
for expenditures $29,000,000 in excess 
of last year’s, at the present rate of 
receipts and expenditures, it is 
esti­ 
mated the excess will be approxi­ 
mately $190,000,000. 
Next Years’ prospects don’t look 
any too bright for Mr. Churchill. Al­ 
though his announced policy Is to 
reduce

$50,000,000 annually, beginning next

The deficit last year at 
this time was $60,000,000 but Philip 
Snowden, the labor Chancellor of the 
Exchecquer, managed to balance the 
account by the end of the financial 
year and show a small surplus.

Churchill being able to keep expendi­ 
tures for the full year down to the 
approximately $4,000,000,000 for which 
he budgeted, or to collect that amount 
in revenue. 
Usually drains upon the treasury 
during the second half of the year are

This year many unlooked Aor out­ 
lays are going to force expenditures 
up during the second half of the year.
